Washtnoton, March 29.— Three more 
dayiwill seethe tibdof the straggle 
orer the Dingier tariff Ull In the hoatie. 
The bUl will be open for amendment 
until 1 o'olook on Wednesday, when 
the debate will close with a two-hour 
display of oratory. The voting will be- 
gin at 3 o'clock on that day. So far an 
known there will be no break in the 
Republican ranks, bat at least fow of 
the Democrats will bmre the party 
whip and oast their Totee for the bill, 
three from Louisiana and one from 
Texas. There is also a probability that 
one PopaliHt and and one Silverite will 
TOte for thiH protectivo measure. 

Mr. Dingley, who has engineered the 
bill throogh the eddies of debate with 
great skill, will devote his energioH to 
preesins the consideration of tlio bill 
forward with tlic utmost expedition in 
order to complete it before the vdto iv 
taken. But the DeiiKK'nit.siire pur.-;uiii>j 
a course which hixn tlins fur n^ndered 
proyi'ess extremely diflicult. Rut 14 of 
the 1(52 pa^es of the bill were disiKjsed 
of in the two days of last week. At 
this rate it would require 21 d;iys for the 
house, sitting seven hours a day, to 
complete the consideration of tlie bill 
under the five-ininute rule. If the 
present tiietics of th(> opposition are per- 
sisttjd in it is not improbable that night 
sessions will b« held tdnight and Tues- 
day. 

The policy of the Democrats thus far 
has been to attat^k every item and make 
it the text for general assaults on the 
bill. It is iinderstfHKl that they will 
make a partiealarly strong stand against 
the steel and sugar schedules. They do 
not hope to accomplish anything, how- 
ever, in the way of amendment. They 
have made trusts the keystone of their 
opposition up to this time and the only 
thuig which they really believe they 
oan aocomphsh is to secure a record vote 
on an amendm(>iit sueli as was offered 
on Friday, providing for the suspension 
of the duty on any article controlled by 
a trust or combination. They propose 
to do this if possible by a motion to re- 
commit with instmotions after the bill 
is reported from the committee of the 
wh^. There seems to be a question, 
however, whether this motion will be 
entartained under the special order nn- 
dar which the house is operating. 

The fact that the reading of the bill 
BUj not be completed under the hve- 
ninnto role will in no wise interfere 
with the power of the ways and means 
oomniittee to perfect it. Their amend- 
mMiti are in order to any part of the 
bUI at any time, and whan it becomes 
apparant tlia^ the hill caaiiot be com- 
pleted Mr. IMngl«j ou «MiiaM (diarge 
and dear up «U the am«Bdm«Dti ha de- 
sires to offer. 

After the tariff Ull ii passed on 
Wednesday the house probably will ad- 
journ three davs at a time nntil the ap- 
propriation bills are returned to it. If 
they Me amended by the Moate the 
house probably will accept the oi>por- 
tunity offered for talkintr, and as no in- 
jury can be done it is Ukely that the 
leaders will indulge the members to 
I eartent in this regard. 



Senate Frograa. 

WABRiiroTON, March M.— The senate 
will devote its energies this week the 
arbitration treaty with the vague hope 
on the part of some of the friends of 
that instrument of securing a llnal vote 
on Friday or Saturday. The senate will 
early today go into executive session to 
consider the treaty if no uiifur:-een cir- 
onmstauoe prevents, and thus aflford 
ample time to complete all speeches by 
Wednesday, when the voting is to be- 
gin on the miscellaneous ameiKiiiieiits. 
The consideration of amendments is to 
continue Thursday provided new ones 
are offered after Wednesday's proceed- 

^Eater than that day the senate proce- 
dure is not clear. Consent to naming a 
date for the vote on the treaty itself is 
still withheld and will not be given un- 
til after the fate of the amendments be- 
come known. It is surmised that if the 
Ohilton amendment should be accepted 
the debate on the treaty would soon 
oome to a conclusion, but that if it 
ahoold be beaten the subswpient discus- 
(riftn would be of indefinite duration. 

The approiviation bills are expected to 
report to the senate after the meeting of 
the committee on appropriations on 
Tuesday, but they will not bo taken up 
la the senate until the treaty is dis- 
poeed ol. The bankruptcy bill will also 
yield precedence to tho treaty. 

The qnestiou of organizing the < om- 
mitteea continues to nress foratumtion 
and may reach a olimax during the 
ireek. The tariff bill wiU reach the 
senate late in the week and be referred 
to oonunittee, which, however, alrmdy 
has the rarioas sohedQlaa andar ooncid- 
eration.

DIffWreat Shape* 4re RemoTlna the 

ropnlatlon In Torrid Climate*. 

VVAsmNOTON, March 29.— Under date 
of March 20 Sanitary Inspector Burg> ss 
of the marine hospital senrioe at Ha- 
vana, reports that smallpox ooutinues in 

active epidemicity, the number of 
deaths from it in the past week being a 
little more than in the previous one. .-V 
number of deaths from yellow fever 
have occurred in the military hospitals 
among the Spanish soldiers and one 
civilian died of it the t&tjt near the ca- 
thedral. Intestiiial d issases are quite 

common. 

Dtiiliig the week ending March 18 
t here were 10 deaths from yellow fever 
iind K50 new oas' of smallpox, with 01 

deaths. 

Ill a report to the state di'ixirrment on 
the plague in India C. F. Meyer, vice 
consul of the United .States at Bombay, 
estimates that the exodus from that city 
to esciipe the ravages of disease amounts 
tfl one-half of tlie population. The 
number of people in tlie city is esti- 
mated at this time to be 410,882. as 
against 821.7(14, acco.ding to the census 
of 1891. Under date of Feb. 19 lost the 
vice consul says : 

"The total number of deaths has de- 
creased from 1,911 last week to 1,728 for 
the w^eek under report, but as the ex 
odns still continues, this difference is 
believed to be accounted for by a corre- 
sponding decrease of the population still 
remaining in Bombay, which is con- 
firmed by the low binh rate. The in- 
fected area appears to be extending to 
the east and north. During the week, 
under the provisions of tho 'Dangerous 
epidemic diseases act of 1897,' most 
stringent measures have been put in 
force by the government of India to 
prevent persons from carrying the in- 
fection into districts still reported dear. 
All persons prooeeding from infected 
di^tncts by land or sea are carefully in- 
spected gOTsmment medical officers ; 
if showing any nnfkTorable symptoms, 
they are at onee removed from the 
trains and segregated. In Bombay a 
constantly inoreaBng number of Euro- 
peans are being awaoked, hot a vei^ 
small percentage of the oases are fatal. 

Spindion 0. zovitsiano. in a sanitary 
report on Crete and Oonstantinople, has 
the ftoUowinff to say nadsr date of Oon- 
stantinople. Maroh 4. 

' 'The siMiit^ news fifom the nrotinoes 
of the Turkish empire is rather good : 
there esista alwaje many eases and 
deaths from smallptox here and there, 
but this disease is epidemic everjrwhere. 
Only when vaooination is adopted it dis- 
appeais. In Turkey, in spite of the law 
ol the regulations and the trades, we 
have many deaths attributed to this dis- 
ease. It seems in Crete, as I have al- 
ready mentioned in my previous re- 
ports, it is raging, and now that thou- 
sands and thonsandi of Cretans have 
escaped from Crete to Greece in order 
not to be massacred by the Turks or 
bombarded by the civilized Enropeans, 
it is to be feared that an outbreak of 
that disease will ooour in the different 
towns of Q]MQ| where refugee Cretans 
are stayiamHHft 

"In OoHNbople we hare po deal 
with an epldemio of inflnensa, bnt more 
serious and fatal is the epidemic of 
scarlet fever as well as that of typhoid 
fever. Many cases of these two diseases 
psove fata L'*^ 

FEARFUL 



Talm ol SufTerlnn Told by the Crew of the 
Ship T. F. Ueke*. 

Nkw York, March 29. — Representa- 
tives of the Seamen's union are putting 
in legal form the story of the alleged 
cruelty at sea told by the snrvivors of 

the-crew of the clipper T. F. Oaks, to be 
used in actions 8cx)n to bo brought 
against Captain Reed and the owners of 
the ship, which reached this port after 
being 960 days out from Hong-Kong. 
The suffering seamen alleged that Cap- 
tain Reed is directly responsible for the 
illness of all but two of the crew ; that 
they were kept on half rations Che great 
er jiart of the time, and that the trip 
could have been made quicker if the 
captain had taken adrantage of faTOr- 
able conditions. 

In their statenieut the men say tho 
captain did not sujiply the ship with 
enough provisions before leavin^r Hong- 
Kong ; tiiat tho entire crew made fre- 
quent complaint and at length informed 
the captain that it was illi>gal for him to 
m.ake no better allowances for the crew, 
to which ho replied that he wa*« not 
afraid of the law. They state that 
while the un'n were growing weak from 
lack of food tho captain was living on 
chickens and other good things. They 
often K'lew so weak from honker that 
they hiid to grab hold of tho railings to 
keep from falling on the dock, and it 
was impossible to climb the masts. 

Six of the men died on tho trip, and 
the 13 stirvivoi-s who are now in the 
hospital here, altli(iiii;h they have gained 
strength since they arrived here last 
Sunday, have the appearance of being 
skeletons. 



SAILORS HDMER MAD 

Sixteen Survivors of the Lost 
VliledeSt Nazal re Rescued. 



TERRIBLE TALK OF SUFFERING. 



Thirteen of Their Commtades Sneeambrd 
to Kxpeanre, HnnsT*' aad Thirst Beftore 
Bleeeed Relief Came— Thoae Kavect Had 
BeoB Without Food aad Water For 
V»«r Days. 

LONDOV, March 29. — Tho British 
Btcftmship Yanarivn, Captain WeNton, 
which left Newport News on Mareli ID, 
bound for Glasgow, arrived at Green- 
ock last night. The captain reports 
that on March 13, while in latitude HI, 
longitude 71, he picked up a small boat 
containing 16 snrvivors of the steamship 
Ville de St. Nazaire, of the West Indian 
line of the Compagnie Gcneralo Trans- 
Atlantiqne which foundered in the 
great storm of Maroh 7, off the Virginia 
capes. 

They had been without f<M.d and 
water for four days and wei-e in a state 
of extreme exhaustion and were Ixir- 
derinsr on madness. The officers :ind 
crow of the Yanarivn did all in their 
power for the unhappj- victims of an 
ocean horror and finally learned their 
pitiful story piece by piece. Tin y say 
that four boats were Innnchcd, two eon- 
taiuing 29 each, the third 17 and the 
fourth six. The boat picked up by the 
Yanariva was one of the two that took 
olT 29, bnt i:i of these succumbed to ( .v- 
posnre, huntrer and thirst. The hist tln' 
survivors saw of the other boats was on 
the day the vessel foundered, when 
they sighted two of them huihed to- 
gether and empty. 

For some time after the rescue the 
captain of the Yan.iriva kept on officer 
at the masthead, sweeping the horizon 
with a glass in the hope of getting some 
tra< e of the other boats, but there was 
no sign of them. As night was falling 
rapidly and the sea and vriud were iu- 
creusiug, with mist and rain, the Ya- 
nariva proceeded. 

The second officer of the Ville de St. 
Nazaire is among the rescued, who will 
be taken in charge by the French con- 
sul at Glasgow. 

According to the list of the crew of 
the Ville de St. Nazaire originally pub- 
lished, the second captain was Pierre 
Nnoali and the first uentenaut, Andre 
de Andreis. Nnoali is probably the offl- 
cer rescued by the Yanariva. 

The oironmstanoes under which the 
rescued boat was picked up by the 
Yanariva were most thrilling. The cap- 
tain and third offloer who were on the 
bridge saw a dark oMeet on the waters 
several miles away. The steamer was 
put about and in less than half i^ hour 
met the lifto boat of the Yille'de St. 
Naiaire. The sea was running rough 
but the Yanaiiva's orew managed to 
haul the boat on board. They found, 
to their amasement the occupants lying 
absolutelv helpless in the bottom and 
two of tnem raving crazy. The only 
sign of food was one snuul tin of bis* 
quits. 

ThNS darapassed before the resoned 
nan hid sttttdenUy recovered to take 
solid food. 

The survivors of the original 29 are 
the second captain, Pierre Nuolai ; the 
second engineer, Germain Giraud ; the 
third engineer, Prosper £x>rezetti, Ni«p- 
las Siauvianell of Port-au-Prince, Hayti, 
and 12 seamen from Martinique. 

Second Captain Nuolai says that on 
the 6th of Man^h the vessel sprang a 
leak. A violent Imrricane blew that 
night and during the following day. On 
the morning of the hth the vessel had 
sunk so low in the water that it was 
necessary to take to tiie beats, although 
the storm was still at its height. The 
Ville de St. Nazaire had a eoiiipieiiient 
of eijs'ht lifeboats. The lirst four 
laum-he<l were dashed a;.'aiiist ihe sid>- 
of the ves.sel and was p iiind'd to piect s. 
The other four got cleai' but sotm parted 
company. 

"Our boat," said Second Captain Nu- 
olai, "did not shi]) a droj) of waicr when 
getting away from the vessel. This was 
doe to the inoniptiu'ss with which we 
sheered off. Thi' weather continued 
very boisterous, and the waves some- 
timeii half swamped us. We kept bail- 
ing for uur lives with onr capes. After 
a while we rigged a sail ami kept the 
boat running before jlie wind a.s well as 
we could. Wo wen< drt'nched luid our 
suftV'rings were terrible. In spite of 
every warning some s(K)n betran to drink 
the salt water. 

"Several of these went mad and 
jumped overlMiard. Those who re- 
fmined from drinking fared the best 
and they hi ld (l<jwn otlters whO went 
mad until their strength failwl. 

"We kejit a constant hnikont for a 
sail but saw none until the morning of 
the rJrh, when we si^rhted a steamer. 
She was too far away for us to signal 
her. We watched with mad an.\iety as 
wo saw her steering for us. At that 
moment we hiul only four inches of freo 
board on tho boat. Every instant I e.\- 
I)- i t' <l she would go to the bottom. At 
last the Yanariva reached us and we 
were hauled on the deck."

Majr Cheat the Oallow* in the Csm «r Mar* 

derer Gentry. 

PiOLAOSLPHiA, March 29.— For tho 
first time since July S, 1896, when he 
was sentenoed to be hanged, James B. 
Gentry, the ranrderrr of Actress Madge 
YorkL>, had a consultation with his legal 
adviser. This privilege was afforded 
him by the new law which became oper- 
ative on Frifiay. Lawyer George F. 
Munce, who defended Gentry, had a 
consultation with his client. They 
talked over the possihUi^ of securing 
clemency, and while much dejected and 
weak mm the ravages of disease, Oen- 
try showed that he was not without 
hope. At no time during tha oonsnlta- 
tion did he eipross a desire for spiritual 
ministration. 

After coming from the prison Mr. 
Munce said that he was shocked by 
Gentry's ohanged appearance. In fact, 
consumption had taken such a h<dd on 
the man that it seemed doubtful if ho 
would live until April SI, the date fixed 
for his ezeoutifln.

murdered. 

A bicycle shoe, in which was a por- 
tiini of a foot olad in a blaok stocking 
and a piece of a sweater, were fished out 
of the basin. 

The bicycle shoe discovered is a No. 7 
in size, of the best make, and but little 
worn. The color of the sweater or grade 
of the matsrial of nhkih it was made, 
oan not be SMde oat. Th«re is nothing 
about the shoe, aook or pieaa of sweater 
to indicate the name of the person who 
wore them. 

The catch basin in which the body 
was found has not been cleaned for a 
year. It is believed the head will be 
found in the basin. 

Death From Hydvoyhobla. 

ScBANTON, Pa., March 99.— Benjamin 
H. Bevan, agod 13 years, one of the 
eight boys bitten by a mad dog three 
weeks ago, died Saturday night from 
hydrophobia. The first symptoms ap- 
peared last Thursday, since when he 
steadily grew worse. In tho afternoon 
he was writhing in agony and frothing 
at the mouth, with the huUucinatiou 
that some one was going to slio«)t him. 
At 8 o'clock he lapsed into a semi-coma- 
tose condition ana later passed away.

SODTHWEST TWISTER 

Strikes Austin and Vicinity 
With Terrible Effect 



ALL WIRE SERVICE PROSTRATED. 

Everything In the Path of the Cyolono 
Laid Wast*, Thonfh the Report of 

I>«-atli* IleMiiItnnt An- l-'vvr Slutp I'nl- 
veritlty Badly Injured— Miuiy Seeminsly 
MlMMVloas Bseapes. 

ArsTix, March 29.— Yesterday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock this city and surround- 
im^ country was vi.sited by terrific cy- 
clone thtvt did no end of damage to life 
and prciperty. The wind came from the 
southwest and blew at about 60 miles 
an hour for nearly 90 minutes, tearing 
down trees or splitting them asunder 
with terrific force. Several large elec- 
tic light towers were blown down, en- 
taihng ii loss of some I? 1,000 or f),000, 
innsniuch as tin' iron f ratm s were twist- 
ed as though they w ere of tho very 
smallest wire, iuid will be useless. In 
addition to this quite a number of 
houses in the resiili iice jiortinn of the 
city were blown down and in several 
cases narrow eeoapes fhim deaths are 
rejKirted. 

The new and uncx-cupied residence of 
Mr. Burt McDonald, one of the prom- 
inent residents, was blown down, strik- 
ing against the rei-idi-nceof Mr. William 
Viiiiiif,', kniK'kiiig in one side of the 
building and narrowly escaping killing 
two little children that were in the 
room playing. The wind iilayed havoc 
with several lumber yards in the eastern 
portion f)f the city, blowing piles of 
lumber in every direction and scattering 
rain and waste on every side. The 
roofs of a number of residences wer - 
torn off and lilown a great distance, and 
in addition to doing much damage to 
the state university the wind blew oti' 
the entire riKif of adjoining dormitory, 
letting tlie rain drive full into the 4- 
story building, doing inestimable dam- 
c.ge to the building and property of the 
-oo students therein, many of whom 
tied for their lives when the roof was 
carried away. The roof was carried lOO 
yards, lit'liting on and crusliing the roof 
of a cott.ige in which four people were 
seated, but none were even injured, 
though they were entombed by nlling 
debris. 

A church just nr rth of the university 
had the entire east side blown in and 
was unr(x)fed, the wind carrying the 
roof a block away. The residence of 
Dr. Graves, immediately north of the 
church was lifted from its foundation, 
twisted completely around and set 
down in the same place, so badly dam- 
aged, however, that none of the doors 
could bo opened to jiormit the escape of 
the frightened inmates. 

The small town of Clarksville, near 
this city, was swept by the winds and 
many horses were killed by fiying 
debris, while a number of small houses 
were blown down, though fortunately 
the inmates were not Mlled but several 
were badly maimed. With the terrifio 
wind came a driving rain that was little 
shot of a flood and swept everything 
before it. Persons arriving on the 
evening trains tell, and reports from 
the surrounding country are to the ef- 
feet that the storm was general in this 
section. 

.The small town of Buda, near here, 
was badly handled by the storm, qnitea 
number of houses being blown down 
and one or two persons killed, though 
their names are not obtainable, owing 
to the fact that most of the telegraph 
wirtM are down and news is very 
meagre. This is the worst storm that 
has ever visited this section and it has 
laid waste everything in its tRK^, 
though fortunately so far the reports of 
deaths resultant are few. 

The storm was over in an hour, and 
the sun came out as bri;,htly ai though 
nothing had happened. 

At Calvert an old ladv and two chil- 
dren w ho were in their house were fa- 
tally injured by the collapse of the 
biiiidiiig, which was iiartiuUy destroyed 
by tire notwithstanding tho torrents of 
rain which were falling. The loss to 
property in and around Calvert is esti- 
mated at $190,000. Many roofs and 
chimneys were blown down. People 
living here for 25 years say they never 
witnestied such a fearful storm before. 
All telephone and electric, as well M 
telegraph lines, were prostrated. 

AZTEC CHARACTERS 



VMmd In an Ancient Tomh CueaHlMd 
Mear Cruinwell, Ind. 

Laoraxos, Ind., Maroh 29.— Work- 
men while excavating a piece of wood- 
land near Oromwell unearthed what is 

thought to be the burying ground of an 
ancient race. Cromwell is thecenti r of 
historic territory and what was once a 
large Indian reserve. The workmen 
wore digging when a hard substance 
was struck, which proved to be a peon- 
liarly shaped stone. This covered per- 
fectly an ancient tomb. The tomb con- 
tained the skeleton of an aborigine, cov- 
ered with ornaments. 

The body was bent so as to fit the 
tomb. Near the left hand of the skel- 
eton was a clay vase, which contained 
ashes. 

The stone of which the sepuloher is 
made is foreign to these parts, nothing 
like it having ever been seen. The stone 
covering the seiiulcher is covered with 
Aztec characters. Farmers have plowed 
up several stone covers similar to that 
on the tomb, and it is thought that the 
gronnd may prove to be the hoiial jikf 
of an ancient rsoe.

TARIFF OF ''ABOMINATIONS." 
General Wheeler, of Alabama, in a 

Fpepch in opposition to tin? new tariff 
bill began with the statement that the 
bill haid been secretly prapared by the 
eleven Republican members of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means and framed 
almost in the language of the petitions 
presented by protected interests. Since 
the star chamber measure came to light, 
lie said, the conservative press of the 
country bad denounced it in nnmeaiored 
terms. 

The bill increased the duty on many 
articles far above the McKinley rates 
and In some instance* exceeded the Mc- 
Kinley rates by from 80 to 100 per cent. 
Nearly every paragraph was changed 
from the ad valorem rates under the 

Wilson bill to either the specific or com- 
pound rates, lliu ctfect of which was to 
inonaoe enormously the duty upon 
cheaper articles that are purchased by 
those who work and lessen the tariff 
upon the expensive articles that are pur- 
chased only by the rich. By transfer- 
ring an enormons quantity of wool from 
Class 3 to Class 1, the duty on raw wools 
was increased far beyond any bill ever 
presented to an American Congress. 
Wools that j)aiil ^1 per cent, under the 
McKiniey bill woulil now, he said, pay 
an equivalent ad valorem of between 200 
and .'iOO per cent., and possibly more. 

The duty on corduroys used by the 
fO^r was increased to about 123 per cent., 
absolntely prohibitory. The bill restored 
the duty on burlaps made from jute 
used for bagging grain and fertilizers, 
while the only burlap of this description 
made in this country was made in pris- 
ons. Carpets of jate, purchased by the 
poor, had been raised, he said, to an 
equivalent of 150 per cent, while those 
used by the rich were taxed 55 per cent. 
The tax upon waterproof cloth had, he 
continued, been increased from the Mc- 
Kinley rate of 40 per cent to about 120 
percent
